Kicked at Football, Dibble 


Failed to Remember 


His Past Life. 


HIS MIND A BLANK FOR MONTHS 


Yesterday He Suddenly 
Recognized 


a 
Former 
Friend,

Memory Returned

Him. 


Condit Dibbl«, of Perry, New York, who 


iMt year played half back for Williams 
college football team, is probably the 
happiest man in the world today. 


In a football game last fall Dibble was 


kicked on the head. He was carried from 
the field and recovered his physical 
strength. 
Hia mind appeared to 
be 


strong, too, but his memory was gone. 


He did not remember that he had been 


a student at Williams college, neither did 
he recollect the game in which he WM in- 
jured. All his former friends at college 
were forgotten. The past was a blank to 
him. 


\fter the efforts of the medical frater- 


nity had been exhausted Dibble was taken 
to his home at Perry. He seemed to re- 
cognize members of his family, but he 
could remember anything that had hap- 
pened previous to the accident. He pas- 
sed by former friends on the street as 
though they were straugera. He went 
about with new friends and occasionally 
went to Buffalo. 


He remained in this condition until yes- 


terday, when a change as sudden and 
startling as that of last fall came upon 
him. 
He ivent out of his home and 


started up the main street. Meeting a 
former friend whom he had not recog- 
nized since his accident, he grasped hi: 
hand and greeted him warmly. 
This 


same man he bad met every day for 
months without the slightest sign of rec- 
ognition. 


Afterward he talked of the past clearly 
,nd greeted all his former friends as 
though he had just returned home.

NEGRO BRUTE LYNCHED. 


An Ohio Mob, Crazed with Passion, 


Lynch Click Mitchell. 
Mil= 


itia Kill Two Men. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Urbana, Ohio., June 4.—Click Mitchell, 


the negro brute, has paid the penalty of 
his foul orime, with his lite. An outraged 
people have taken the law into their own 
hands and dealt out to Mitchell the pun- 
ishment he so richly deserved and have 
obeyed the command and wishes of his 
prostrate and dying victim. 


The sensational and unfortunate events 


of the night intensified the feeling against 
Mitchell, if that was" possible, and the 
determination became general that the 
brute should never leave the town alire. 


After the firing of the military on the 


crowd of spectators daring the early 
morning hours in which two were killed, 
Goy. Bushnell ordered Company B, 
Third Infantry of Springfield, to come 
here at once. The company marched up 
town to the jail where they found 2000 
people surrounding the building. 
The 


mayor assured the military that their ser- 
vices were nob wanted and they marched 
back down the street to the depot. The lo- 
cal military company had previously re- 
fused to serve longer. 


So with no resistance offered, the crowd 


at once made a rush for the side door. 
Two Strong aud determined men kicked 
it down in short order and gained admis- 
sion to the jail, the crowd following. 
There were plenty of sledge Hammers, 
chisels and other tools in the crowd aud 
the men went to work. They did not 
wait to unlock the door to Mitchell's cell 
but burst the lock with a sledge hammer 
and the door soon flew open. 


Mitchell offered no resistance. 
Some 


one bad a rope and it was placed over the 
brute'n neck and the crowd made for the 
door, Mitchell following on the end of the 
ropo. In going down the steps Mitchell 
fell down and the rope slipped off hia 
neck. The crowd surrounded him, jumped 
on him like a thousand hungry dogs after 
oue bone. Mitchell was kicked, beaten 
and almost killed then aud there. 


The rope was quickly slipped over hia 


head again and a rush was made for a 
tree in the corner of the court yard. The 
end was thrown over a strong limb and a 
thousand willing hands pulled the wretch 
up. The end of thej-ope was tied to an 
iron fence and Mitchell was left hanging 
there.

naugurated here. 


At this season of th< year, when the 
cleaning 
of 
yards 
and 
cellars, 


and the renovation of houses is in 
progress, the evil practice of careless 
householders is partico larly annoying and 
menacing. Accumulai ions of paper from 
cellars and from bacl yards—refuse that 
could be expeditious] y disposed of ia 
•tovo or furnace—are thrown out upon 
the street to be blown ibout by the winds. 
This light refuse is thu i scattered all over 
the streets, and carr ed npon lawn and 
into front gardens, tc the annoyance of 
those who have so mu ;h regard for their 
neighbors and the 
ippearance of the 


neighborhood that tht y cremate their ac~ 
cumulations of paper, w deposit them in 
barrels or other rece >tacles from which 
the winds cannot snatt h them. 


The ordinance prohibiting the throwing 


of light rubbish in tie streets should be 


cnforced by the police, and it is even sug- 
gested that the com nissioner of public 
works should provic a boxes for waste 
paper at convenience intervals, in the 
alleys, and other pieces where they will 
not offend tho eye. Chicago baa waste 
paper boxes on its down-town thorough- 
fares, and their use has largely reduced 
tho flying paper evi . In New York the 
efforts of the street c leaning department 
in the direction of cnr.ng the waste paper 
evil have been effici sntly supplemented 
by the work of soc sties of women and 
children in tLe vari ius districts, which 
are pledged to a«s st in keeping the 
streets clean by refraining from casting 
rubbish into them at d by advocating the 
adandonment of the t ad practice, 


Flying paper not coly injures the ap- 


pearance of a neigh! orhoocl, but it is a 
•oarce of danger to t ie drivers of horses, 
and also to bicycle ri< iers, who are yearly 
becoming more numt rons. A driver was 
killed in Williamstov n last year as a re- 
enlt of a piece of } >aper in the street. 
Many a serious runaway has been caused 
by a flying piece of waste paper, and the 
danger incident to runaways has been 
largely increased by the advent of the 
bicycle.

Mr. Edward Atkinson has remarked on 
this occasion that although the average 
of deposits in the Massachusetts savings 
banks was smaller than in New York tbe 
number of depositors was about one-half 
that of the population of the state. In 50 
years of the existence of savings banks in 
Massachusetts they have had under their 
control the enormous sum of $2,100,000,- 
000. They still control upward of £500,- 
000,000, and yet tho entire loss to deposi- 
tors in this half century, chargeable to 
fraud, fault or error, has been less than 
$2,000,000.

John O'Neil's Trial for Murder Will Be- 


gin on That Date. • 
• - 


The official notice from Chief Justice 


Mason, fixing' the date of tbe O'Neil trial, 
was received by Clerk of Courts Clifton 
n. Field at Greenfield Thursday. Tbe 
date is July 12, being tbat of the regular 
July sitting of the superior court. The 
counsel for the atate believe tout the trial 
can be completed inside of sir days, while 
the defense name 10 days as the very 
least time possible in which, to bring tbe 
case to a conclusion. O'Neil will be rep- 
resented at the trial by Beer & Dowlin of 
this city, who have bden bis counsel eince 
his arrest. The rumor that they ore to 
have an associate is denied by them. It 
is expected that the state will be repre- 
sented by Attorney-General Knowlton, 
District Attorney Hammond and Freder- 
ick L. Greene. 


Many rumors have prevailed In the last 


two days regarding the line of defense 
which will be set up, but O'Neill's coun- 
sel are very reticent in the matter and aay 
that they have never intimated to any one 
what the defense would be. The state au- 
thoritities have not relaxed their efforts 
to sift every possible clew, and that their 
side of the case will be thoroughly and 
strongly presented there is no doubt. The 
trial will attract attention all over the 
western part of the state and particularly 
in Franklin county where the victim of 
the foul murder of January 8 was well 
known.

LONG TRIP IN THE AIR". 


The AJt-p.1ilp Touring rinb Was Afloat 


Longer Than Any Prurloua Balloon. 
Thonmountof attention devoted to navi- 


gation of tho air la constantly on the In- 
crease both In America nutl Europe. Tho 
remarkable experiments in which kites 
have been an important footer, which were 
carried on in the Tlciniby of this city dur- 
ing lust summer and fall, are Htlll fresh in 
tho laimla of most persons. They'demon- 
etrated tho feasibility (if 
lifting heavy 


Weights by tho force of tho wind exercised 
on kites, and will no doubt prove of im- 
mense advantage to future aeronauts in 
tho way o£ enabling them to direct their 
balloons. 


Those who are interested in following up 


such matters awult with extreme hopeful- 
ness the result of the yiroposod voyage to 
the polar regions by Swedish scientists, 
which was postponed last summer at tho 
critical moment cmii'g to unfavorable 
winds and weather, but that the subject is 
receiving close attention is shown by tho 
remarkable voyage rnecatlyninde byiv bal- 
loon named Touring Club, which accom- 
plished the journey oC '108 tilometcra (375 
miles) from Paris to A gen. 


This record has nerei been surpassed in 


length, except by two nscents during tho 
siege of Pnris by the balloon Villo 
d'Orlrane, which landed in Norway, and 
tho General Chunzy, which landed at Aus- 
baoh, in Bavorln. 


Both of these distances exceed tho record 


of the Touring Club by a few kilometers 
only. 


Only one of the 44 ascents made under 


the auspices of the Society For Aerial Xav- 
'Igoijion of Berlin and only Che uwo men- 
tioned of the 04 balloons sent ap during 
tho siege of Paris ha\e equaled the dis- 
tance record of tho Touring Vlub. 


Incidentally tho roc< rd for length of so- 


journ above the cni'th was also exceeded, 
and many new instruments were tested 
and will hnve H wide bearing on the IITO-, 
posed international study of acmospherio 
conditions by means of stationary bal- 
loons. 


The balloon itself was made of china 


ellk and had a ctihio content of 1,700 
meters. Five hundred kilogramaof ballnpt 
were taken, making a total weight, in- 
chicling instruments uiul halloc-hists, of 735 
kilograms—altagcthoi something over a 
ton. 
The two aeronauts were Messrs. 


George Besacon and &1anrioe Farmaii. The 
anchor carried wns of an original design, 
a grapnel with two stocks. 


Tho valve was studied with particular 


care, permitting tho gas to escape rapidly 
When the balloon was to make a landing 
Without requiring a continued strain on 
the cord to bring into play speclatmechan- 
Ism. Tho latitude reitohed was never very 
high, and ib required an hour to attain 
2,000 feet, tho theory of Mr. Bcsaoon bo- 
Ing that when one undertakes on extend- 
ed voyage in point of time it is necessary 
to remain in a low altitude, so as to hus- 
band the supply of gne. The greater por- 
tion of the voyage was mado at a height of 
about 700 feet. 


The balloon ascended ab Paris early in 


tho morning and followed the direction of 
tho railroad line to Orleans. The descent 
was made at a quarter past B on the after- 
noon of the next A&", in tho neighborhood 
of A gen, after having been in tho air moro 
than J30 hours. The rate of trjirel of cho 
balloon varied from 15 to 50 miles an hour. 


One of tho features of this voyage was 


the distribution of pciuted blanks, asking 
certain questions, which wore to bo filled 
up and returned by whoever found them. 
Nine thousand of those were sent out d«r- 


i Ing the voyago, and about 150 have been 
returned, furnishing important data.— 
New York Henild.

The members of the Aurora club, (a lit- 
rary club), to the number of 20 started 
rom the public library, North Adams on 


outing trip to the Mount Lebanon 


hakera at Mount Lebanon, Columbia 
ounty, N. Y. The drive was long and 
n early start WEIS desired so at 7.25, with 
wo of Ford & Arnold's teams, on a five 
eated wagon and four grey horses, and a 
iree seated wagon aud a span of blacks, 
•e proceed joyfully on our way. The air 


i clear, cool and bracing. The way was 
amiliar to all,—through Greylock, Black- 
itou and Williamstown, as all the party 
ad frequently visited at the Idlewild, 
outh Willlamstown where we made our 
rst stop to order a supper to be prepared 
or us on our return. We were met at 
he door by the proprietor, Mr. Savage, 
nd hia sister, Miss Savage being an non- 
•ary member of our circle. We noticed 
he library building draped in mourning

At 9 o'clock we leave the Idlewild.

Id Greylock brought to our minds

When the mists have rolled away." The 
ushing tumbling brooks that come dowu 
he mountain side bring forth many ex- 
lamations of admiration as the recent 
ains had filled them full; one in particu- 
ar was noticed, both going and returing, 
3 it tumbled over the rocks and through 


old fashioned water log in a farmhouse 


ard. 
We soon enter the town of Han- 
ock and our road for miles lies in the 
middle of the valley with the mountains 
owering their wooded crests on both 
ides, and nearby apple trees covered with 
wealth of blossoms. 
The old fashioned 


veil-sweeps are commented on and there 
oon floats through the valley the words 
Df Woodworth's poem, "The Old Oaken 
Jacket," We pass a building that has 
jpon its side the very peculiar and unique 
name of "Wyomanock Post Office." 


We pass through the small village of 


Hancock with its church, mill, shop 
and few houses and see a woman washing 
clothes' in a very primitive way at the 
irook. We soon pasts the state line and 
are in the state of New York. 
We pass 


through the town of Stepbentownandcan 
see the village in the distance. The road 
does not lie so near the mountains here 
but the hills covered with the varied tints 
of the grain fields and cultivated laud 
made u charming picture. 


We have met but very few people. Our 


driver stopped to ask a gentleman if we 
were on the right road to Lebanon, and 
were answered in the affirmative. One of 
the ladies asked him if there was going 
to be a circus there today. He answered 
;here would be when we got there. We 
thought he had the best of it and started 
on. The next one we met made the re- 
mark that we were a jolly looking crowd. 
Our road lies for a short distance by the 
ride of Green river and it makes a lovely 
picture as it flows quietly over its pebbly 
bottom, glistening and sparkling in the 
sunshine. The road is often bordered by 
rows of magnificent maples, 


We drive to Fields' hotel at Lebanon 


and inquire the way to tbe Shaker settl< 
ment, which we are told is a milt) and a 
half farther on. There are four families 
in this community. We arrived at the 
Shakers about 12.30 and if we had been 
expected and honored guests, we could 
not have received a more cordial or 
kindly welcome. We asked if we could 
be provided with a room in which to eat 
our dinner, and is the horses could be 
provided for. A large ironing room was 
immediately placed at our disposal with 
several long tables for our use. Several of 
tbe sisters kindly assisted us and all lack 
in table linen and dishes was quickly,,pro- 
cured for us, and quantities of milk, 
;ream and sugar provided. 
The tables were sooti in readiness and 


seemed to hold all that we could wiah for 
in the way of substantiate and dainties. 
And amid sucii pleasant surroundings we 
partook of our mid-day meal with the 
pleasant-faced, quiet sisters ever ready 
to lend a helping hand. After dinner all 
wished to procure a souvenir of the day 
and we were conducted to another build- 
ing where were displayed mauy useful 
and dainty articles of their own manufac- 
ture for sale. There were small boxes o: 
delicious, candied orange peel, book o: 
poems composed by the different sister8 
called, "Cedar Bougbs." 


Pictures of the different buildings,'bul 


what geemed to delight the party mosl 


-ere some miniature shaker bonnets and 


nearly every one selected something. We 
were then conducted to another building 
and thown through the different rooms 
We were first taken to the boiler room 
and then to the liffht and airy kitchen. 
The refrigerator or cooling room as they 
call it was unique. It ii built of stone ant 
around the sides are coils of iron pipe 
through which the cold acring water 
passes and that cools the room,. The 
ovens in the bake room looked ample for 
all needs. We were shown the sugar 
cellar which was delightfully cool and 
neat, and also the canned fruit, which was 


a featt for the eyes, jollies clear aa amber 
and all kinds of canned fruit with color 
as perfect oa fresh fruit. All questions 
asked in regard to canning fruit, were 
kindly and clearly answered. Their 
family dining room was being repaired. 
We were shown the company dining 
room. The floor was covered with lignum, 
with a handsome rug under the table. 
We were then conducted to the meeting 
room and were pleasantly entertained, 
first by some remarks by the eldreas, 
Annie White, on their religious hymns. 
Seven of the sistera then Joined in 
singing 
two 
of 
their 
original 


hymns with 
organ 
accompaniment. 


First "Beautiful Shore" and " Weary not, O 
Christian Pilgrim." We then all joined 
in singing "Gtod be With You till we 
Meet Again." Our secretary was asked 
to register all our names. 


We spent a short time in pleasant con- 


versation. We heard many things to in- 
terest us. The family we were visiting ia 
called the North Family. There are 40 
members, The oldest is 86. The elder ia 
Charles Graves; the eldress, Annie White, 
who has been with them 40 years. Her 
undo was the Chandler White who in- 
vested so much in the Atlantic cable. 
She renounced a fortune of $40,000 when 
Bhe joined the Shakers, her father declar- 
ing that none of his money should ever 
go to the Shakers. 


Martha J. Anderson, tho historian of 


the family, and Eliza Itayaon are the dea- 
conesses who have charge of, and provide 
for the temporal needs of the family. 


There is perfect equality of the sexes in 


their home. The sisterhood are insured 
the right to manage their own affairs, to 
carry on such work as they deem proper 
and profitable in earning an hoaost liveli- 
hood, and all labor from the least to the 
greatest to sustain toe "united inheri- 
tance." 


Katharine Allen, one of the sisters we 


met, is a great-great-granddaughter of the 
' cms Ethan Allen, Another Sister 
DeVere, a poetess, is sister to the poetess 
and authoress, Mary Ainge DeVere, who 
writes under the noni de plume of Madel- 
ine 8. Bridges. We often see her poetry 
and sketches in the Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal. Julia Lincoln, their organist, a very 
pretty and youthful looking young lady 
of 23, has been with them 20 years. Bhe 
has the care of four little girla. Two of 
tbe Shakereases teach in the district 
school. 
One is proficient in French and 


German. Sister DeVere presented us 
with one of her poems and asked us to 
sing it 
at 
one of our meetings 


n remembrance 
of her. She told 


us 
to 
eing 
it 
to the 
tune 
of 


'Coming Through the Rye," The family 
we visited are vegetarians. They ar« so 
"rom principle, and also do not believe in 
taking medicine but have faith in the 
water cure and use herb drinks. They 
liave not had a fever in the family for 30 
years. Three of their large houses are 
leated by steam. They seldom leave 
home except when duty calls. All their 
rooms are models of neatness and show 
their thrift and industry. 


Tbe Mount Lebanon Shakers are the 


senior family in tbe United States. Their 
farm extends two miles along the high- 
way. 
The fields are well cultivated and 


their buildings well cared for. Their 
evenings are apent in reading, wilting and 
knitting. They have some kind of meet- 
ing nearly every evening. Monday even- 
ing is their family social, the time being 
spent with music, singing, reading anc 
asking questions upon all subjects. This 
meeting Is held in the library, 


One of the slaters said onr party was the 


largest that had ever visited them. Their 
quiet yea and nay sounded very pleasant. 
Much as we enjoyed being with them we 
knew we must leave as we had a drive of 
nearly 26 miles before us to reach out 
home. 


I think all the party were surprised and 


more than pleased at the way they took 
us, strangers, into their hearts and home. 
Theirs was the true hospitality, and I am 
sure that wherever the journey of life 
"takes us there will always remain with us 
a pleasant memory of our day spent with 
the North Family of Shaker^ at Mount 
Lebanon. We can indeed feel that it was 
a day spent near to nature's heart. We 
hope they did not lose anything financial- 
ly oy our visit. 


Preparations were soon made and our 


goodbyes said and at 4 o'clock we start 
for home. We return over the same route 
wo went in the morning. We have a fine 
view of Oolumbia Hall, a popular hotel of 
Lebanon Springs. It is situated upon a 
high hill and we regret we have not time 
to stop there as the view trom the grounds 
is said tD be very flue. The Hopper, a 
part of Greylock mountain, attracts much 
attention as some of the party had never 
had so good an opportunity to see it. We 
reach the Idlewild at 7 o'clock and find a 
hot supper awaiting ua to which full jus- 
tice is done. With music and dancing the 
time soon pasases.* 


At 9 o'clock we are informed that the 


teams are at the door, the party is soon 
seated and we make our last start and 
reach North Adams at 11 o'clock. Our 
driver leaves each oi us at our homes, 
having had a drive of 5S miles without an 
accident. We part with just as cheery a 
good night as we met each other in greet- 
ing in the morning, all feeling that the 
day b>d been well and profitably spent. 
And the verdict was unanimous that the 
pilgrimage this year was fully as success- 
ful as those of previous years.
